This response is being filed in view of the examiner's Office Action of June 30, 2004. 
No amendments are being offered as none are believed appropriate, as will be seen fi*om the 
comments below. 

The examiner has first rejected claims 9-13 under 35 U.S.C. Section 1 12 as being 
indefinite because the claims recite the limitation "the sensor head", and there is insufficient 
antecedent basis for that limitation. Reconsideration is requested. 

Claims 9, 1 1 and 12 depend fi-om claim 1. Claim 1 specifically recites the sensor 
head, that term being repeated in lines 4, 5, 6-7 and 8-9. Recitation of the sensor head is also 
found in dependant claim 3, and no objection has been raised regarding this claim. Since it 
appears that everything is in order, the examiner's reconsideration of the rejection is 


requested.
